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A RESOLUTION to confirm the appointment of Ryan Holt to the

 WHEREAS, Tennessee Code Annotated, Section 49-1-301, provides for the creation of

 WHEREAS, Ryan Holt is a person of integrity and an active citizen whose benevolence, 

acumen, and strong commitment to public service have helped to enhance the well-being of this 

State and its citizens; and 

 WHEREAS, Tennessee Code Annotated, Section 49-1-301, provides that each member 

appointed by the Governor to the State Board of Education shall be confirmed by joint resolution 

of the General Assembly; now, therefore,
